SAVANNAH, Mo. — The assistant 
police chief at Chiilicothe, Mo., was 
arrested Thursday evening on 
charges of sexually molesting ave. 
Soy Scouts. 

James E. Ogan, 36, an assistant 
Scoutmaster of the Chiilicothe troop 
of which the boys are members, 
allegedly committed the acts be- 
tween midnight and 2:30 a.m. Mon- 
day at Camp Geiger, northwest of St 
Joseph. 

The Scouts had arrived there Sun* 
day afternoon for a week-long camp* 

The boys, four 13 years old and one 
12 years old, reported the incident to 
another assistant Scoutmaster who 
turned the matter over to Scoutmas- 
ter Vtnce Moore of Chiilicothe.

— An assistant 
police chief and assistant scoutmas- 
ter of Chiilicothe, Mo., was ar- 
raigned before Associate Circuit 
Judge Edwin Smith on Friday on 
charges of sexually molesting five 
Boy Scouts.
